DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The most 
pertinent prior art is Swinger (6325792) who teaches a source of pulsed laser radiation, 
a deflecting device for directing laser radiation into the material at different locations to 
generate optical breakthroughs, and a beam intensity controller or pulse picking device. 
Swinger does NOT teach modifying the selected pulses such that they vary in relation to 
a deflection speed of the deflection device. It would NOT have been obvious to provide 
this relationship to Swinger's controller, because Swinger does NOT recognize the 
mechanical limitations of the deflection device as a cause for spatial focusing 
inaccuracies of the system. Although some prior art inventions are concerned with 
improving the mechanical limitations of laser deflection devices, none have been found 
that modify pulse parameters to offset the inaccuracies caused by exceeding the 
mechanical limitations of the laser deflection devices.
